Instead of one billing date, subscribers’ accounts will be divided into six billing 
dates—that is, bills-will be issued on the Ist, 6th, 11th, 16th, 21st and 26th of each 
month, according to the area in which the subscriber receives telephone service.

Exchange service and directory advertising will be billed one month in advance, 
beginning with the date of the bill, as at present. 


Long distance calls, inter-exchange calls and measured service will be billed for 
one month ending the day preceding the billing dote on the bill.
